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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the claims 6-1 8 are rejected with the cited prior arts of the final office action (claims 1 9-25 are restricted based 
on the claimed subject matter), dated 10/20/2005. Applicant proposed amending the rejected claimed subject matter, with additional 
limitations, for example, "notification profiles", "predetermined notification mode", etc. (see independent claims 6, 9), require further 
consideration and/or search. 

Regarding the applicant's request dated 1/3/2006 to setup an interview with the examiner; the examiner denies the interview request. 
Also, regarding the applicant's argument, "Pursuant to MPEP 713.09 the examiner may grant one interview after a final rejection. Applicant 
believes claims 6 and 9 are not anticipated by Treyz because Treyz does hot disclose profiles. However, in the interest of advancing the 
prosecution of the application, applicant has submitted proposed amendments to develop and clarify the profile issue.", the examiner 
respectfully disagrees with the applicant argument. Applicant is requested to further read the MPEP 713.09, which further clairifies "... 
Such an interview may be granted if the examiner is convinced that disposal or clarification for appeal may be accomplished with only 
nominal further consideration. Interviews merely to restate arguments of record or to discuss new limitations which would require more 
than nominal reconsideration or new search should be denied". Since, the examiner is not convinced that disposal or clarification for 
appeal can be accomplished and it would require further more than nominal consideration, the interview request is not granted. Also, 
please refer to the previous interviews and the response to the applicant's arguments that already exist in the prosecution of this case, 
regarding the profile issue. Also, the additional limitations, for example, "notification profiles", "predetermined notification mode", etc. (see 
independent claims 6, 9), require further consideration and/or search, hence, the interview is denied. 
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
